BUT WILL IT FLY, ORVILLE? (Usually known as "Hints and Kinks") A while 
back I got myself a Boxer fan, thinking it would be like the Whisper fans 
I saw cooling other people's final tubes. It wasn't. It sure cooled, and 
I could operate CW with the phones on to block out the noise, but I figured 
I'd have to swallow the mic to keep the noise off the air on sideband. (In 
which case I decided the mic would pick up other noises I didn’t want on 
the air.) I finally got around to finding out that a 500 ohm, 10 watt 
resistor in series would slow it down to a speed that was nice and quiet. 
The resistor cuts my 120 volts in half--half for the resistor, half for the 
fan--and that means the wsistor is dissipating a bit over 7 watts. It does 
get hot. Please don't touch the resistor after its been resisting for 
very long. . A simple switch for the fan is the in-line zip or lamp cord 
type. It's also about the cheapest switch you can buy and I know of one 
that has taken daily abuse for a number of years.
